It was found that a platinum tip 
melted on being struck. Since the 
melting point of platinum is var­ 
iously fixed at 1,700 to 1.800 d< 
gree-s centri-grade, it 
was 
clear 
that the lightning’s heat exceeded 
that temperature. Later an instance 
developed in which an iridium tip 
was melted by a stroke. The melt­ 
in g.point of this metal is said to 
be 2,000 degees centigrade.
